Events    that    led   up   to   this   conference 
began    in   the   Creative   Education  Work- 
shop of   the  "Little  White  House   Con- 
ference"  at   Lewistown    in   April    1970. 
Here   Father  Dave   Bielefeld  got   an    idea 
for  some  exchanges    between    Indian   and 
White  students . 

He  explored  his    ideas  with    individuals 
and   the  Montana   Committee  of   the   American 
Friends   Service  Committee.     This    re- 
sulted  in   an   Indian   -  White  Youth   Con- 
ference held   at   St.    Leo's   School,    Lewis- 
town    in   November   1970. 

Blackfeet  youth   attending   the   first  con- 
ference decided   to  sponsor   a  follow-up 
conference  on   their    reservation.

CHILDREN'S   TELEVISION   AND  THE    FCC 

Hundreds   of   individuals,   organizations, 
groups    and   committees    across    the  country 
wrote   to  the   Federal    Communications    Com- 
mission on   the  Notice  of    Inquiry    into 
children's    television,   No.    19142. 

The   vast   majority  of   the    letters   expressed 
concern   and  disappointment   at   the  poor 
quality  of  commercial    television   programs 
for  children,    and  protested   the  excessive 
sel 1 ing   to   chi ldren. 

Evelyn  Sarson  of  ACT    (Action    for  Children's 
Television)    feels    that   the    letters  will 
have   an   effect  on    the   final    decision  of 
the   FCC.
